obtained a license lrom the town to so 


sell, give away or store 
such 
liquors, 


beer or wine. 


The 
ordinance war, published on the 


13th 
of September and was passed on 


the 27th of September, in order that 


all 
persons might know its provisions. 


Immediately upon its passage President 


Richards announced that he intended 


to see that the ordinance was strictly 


enforced, ;\nd he said it in no unt er- 


tain way. 
That portion of it referring 


to the storing of liquois was enforced 


yesterday, and we are glad of it 
If 


we 
have 
laws made 
they should be 


enforced, and if then it is found that 


they are no good, have them wiped off 


the statute books as soon as possible. 


T h e i e is no use in having this squab­ 


ble over liquor 
saloons and licenses 


and other things pertaining to it every 


few 
months. 
There should be a proper 


law, 
one that is fair alike to the town 


and to the saloon; 
not an oppressive 


law, 
enacted, to stand for all time: and 


then 
every provision in it should be 


enforced, and every citizen in the town 


who 
believes in the law and in uphold 


ing the law should assist the ol'lii ers in 


seeing that the ordinances are enlorced.
